A strong 
supporter of Sunday Rest, he wrote con- 
cerning the action of the Alliance in the 
matter of the London County Council 
and Sunday Games in the Parks, “1 am 
glad the Alliance is taking up the question 
of Sunday Rest.” How gladly would he 
have presided, had he been able, at the 
Queen’s Hall meeting, as he did on many 
previous occasions at meetings convened 
by the Alliance for United Prayer, for 
witness to Foundation Truths, or, as in 
the case of the great united meetings con- 
vened by the Alliance, to protest agains nst 
the .Papal Decree “Ne Temere.” For

FOREWORD 


Suortcy after the decision of the London 
County Council to sanction Sunday Games 
in the Parks and under their 
control, the World's Evangelical Alliance 
convened a conference of Christian leaders 
at which a unanimous Resolution was adopted 
deploring the action of the London County 


: Council, the circumstances under which the 


vote was taken, and the far-reaching possi- 
bilities of the decision, injurious to the welfare 
of the nation as a whole. The Resolution 
further requested the World's Evangelical 
Alliance to organise at the earliest possible 
date a central and united meeting of protest, 
and to demand the withdrawal of the sanction 
aes to Sunday Games in the London Parks. 
Committee of those present at the initial 
conference was inted to co-ordinate the 
deep and wide-spread disapproval of the 
action of the London County Council, and at 
their first meeting the ‘*‘ United Council for 
Sunday Protection” was constituted under 
the auspices of the World's Evangelical 
Alliance, the latter body accepting responsi- 
bility for financial and Secretarial aid. At 
the same meeting it was resolved to engage 
the Queen’s Hall, W., for a central united 
meeting of protest on Tuesday, January 24rd, 
at 7 p.m., and the addresses which follow 
are those ‘delivered at that Meeting, and at

The Charch No section of the Christian 
and Meney Church is free from the charge of 
Reising being willing to raise money for its 
work by appeals to motives lower 
than the highest. Whuist Drives and Vancmg 
are widely considered to be legitimate means of 
fund raising for Church purposes. If a Church 
be in debt, a whist drive or a Cinderella dance 
is the first thing that strikes the minds of some 
friends of the Church.

Moncy is needed, 
and if it cannot be got by the free-will offerings 
of God's people, it must be obtained by getting 
the people to pay for their amusement. There 
is a danger of the ‘Church losing its sacred 
mission, and becoming an amusement agency. 
If the Kingdom of God is to be increased, the 
methods of the Kingdom must be adopted. 
There is a closer connexion between what we 
do under Church auspices for amusement and 
the ideals of religion we hold, than most of us 
believe. If we consider that a whist drive is 
part of the Church's provision, the state of 
mind engendered wil] look upon worship as in 
some way comparable to the pleasure and ex- 
citement of the drive. The latter provides the 
money to maintain the former, therefore they 
are both connected. Insensibly we thus 
reason. We hear much of lowered standards 
of right and wrong, and do not stop to con- 
sider how far lowered standards of Christian 
worship and obligation have to do with this. 
If the fountain at the source be polluted, then 
the stream is fouled. The Church of God 
exists for other ends than the providing of 
worldly. amusements, and cannot exist in 
accordance with the mind of God on the profits 
these amusements bring. 


Revival The Islington Conference drew 
together an exceptionally large 

number of Church Clergymen to listen to 
addresses on Revival. The earnestness of the 
proceedings, and the directness of the speeches

was a striking exhibition of Evangelical Unity 
to hear the great Nonconformist classics on 
Revivat quoted by Church of England speakers.
